mation on the movement of car lots of berriegs from important shipping
points, their destinations and the changes of destination, if any. With the
northward advance of the berry season these messages are arriving at the
agricultural department In increasing numbers,

At the same tlme other correspondents of the office in the consuming
markets are wirlng information as to arrivals of car lots of berries in their
territories, and market prices. The office of markets briefly summarizes the
information from both sources: and telegraphs it collect to all shipping asso-
clations desiring to receive it. When this service is built up, for the price
of & short telegram daily the individual shippers and shipping asskoclations
may recelva information that is obtained by the big fruit shipping associa-
tions only at the cost of thousandg of dollars for salaries in numerous eities,
They may keep Intelligently informed. by the service, ol conditlons iz com-
peting areas and the common markets.

A large part of the Information being gathered by the office of marketa
Is secured on a co-operative basis. Information as to the starting and rout-
ing of car lotg of berries is supplled by statlon agents and shipping associa-
tions, and information as to to market conditions, by persons in the prineipal

THE GROWTH OF

WNESTERN CANADA

Increase in Railway Mileage,
School Attendance and
Population.

Some Idea of the extent of rallway
construction in Western Canada can
be derived from the fact that the rail-
way mileage in the Province of Al
berta has been doubled in three years,
The present mileage is 4,097, In all
of the gettled districts there is ample
rallway privileges. The rates are gov-
erned by a Dominion Rallway Commis-
alon, and in the exercise of their pow-
ers they not only control the rates,
giving falr equality to both rallway
and shipper, but form a court to hear
complaints of any who may desire te
‘odge the pame,

In the matter of education no better
instance of the advancement that Is
taking place can be glven than that
found In the information to hand that
attendance at the University of Al
berta has Increased 1,000 per cent In
five vears, and Is now thoroughly rep-
resentative of all settled portions of
the Province. The students In attend.
ance are from sixty-one distinct dis-
triots,

Then as to the prosperity which fol
lows residence in Western Canada, J.
E. Edward of Blackle, Alta., gives
splendld testimony. He wrltes, “In
the spring of 1907 I first came to this
locallty from the State of Iowa, Cass
County, and located on a quarter sec-
tlon of land near Blackle., Since com-
ing here 1 have been engaged In mixed
farming, which 1 have found to be
more profitable than where I formerly
lived.
